The figures of births and death? ahown in this statement 
for the week ending the 24th Maroh, 1951 relate to 149 
towns with an estimated population of 16,002 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 234 and their population is 29,017 
thousands. Thus 64% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 55% of the total population is covered in this statement. 
The numbers of births and deaths reoorded in these towns 
were 8,230 and 4,752 representing birth and death rates of 
26 - 8 and 15*4 per thousand of population respectively. 

(A) States ( Part i A and 0).— The data here relate to 122 
towns with an estimated population of 12,851 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bombay, Madhya Pradesh and 
West Bengal oould not be inoluded. The total number of towns 
la 202 and their population is 25,187 thousands. Thus 60% 
of the total number of towns representing 51% of the 
papulation is oovered.

82% of the total population Is oovered. The numbers of 
birth* and deaths recorded in these towns were 1,388 and 
889 representing birth and death rates of 22 ’9 and 14 *7 
per thousand of population respeotlvely.
